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OIL FROM THE SEA.

It Is Pumped from the Ocean on the
California Coast,
From the Belentific American,

The early scttlers in Calfornia were
familiar with indications of the exist-
ence of oll which were soon at various
points along the eotst, while asphalt-
um, which oozed up from beds at the
bottom of the sea, formed an Import-
ant factor in the household economy of
the aborigines, and in almost
burial place on the coast asphaltum ls
found. The natives on the islands ob-
tuined their supply from the water, and
at the pregent day the rocks at varlous
places can be geen splashed with as-
phaltum which has drifted in. This s
particularly noticeable after an
wind, showing thuat there is a large
area in the deep Buanta Castalina chan-
nel from which asphaltum oozes up.

Ol wells were #unk at Santa Paula
gome years ago, and, later, an oll-pro-
ducing belt was discovered at Puente,
and again at Summerland, below Ban-
ta. Barbara, where o singular state of
alfira exisls,

It soon became apparvent at the latter

locality that the ofl-bearing stratum
stratched out into the sea, and drill
scaffolding, looking like windmills

without sails, began In a short time to
extend down the little canyvon and to
creep up the shore In the direction of
Sania Barbarn. At first they kept along
the sides of the hills which breast the
&cn there, but gradually they turned
seaward until one more adventurous
than the rest rose from the water,

Work was started at an extremely
low tide, and finally the tall scaffold-
Ing appeared twenty or thirty feet
from the shove, rising from the sea, At
present there are three borings, which
even at low tide are in the water, but
at flood tide are completely surround-
ed, the men working on platforms of
various heights, which they success-
Ively ascend as the sea rises.

The drills are worked In the water
from an engine on the beach, the fuel
being the oil pumped out of the sen,
but undoubtedly the entire coust over-
lieg an oll-producing #tratum,

Off what Is known as More's whart,
half a mile out, oi] rises to the surface
Iin severnl places. A spring of fresh
water algo rushes up there with such
velocity that it can bhe taken up and
used If the slightly brackish taste ls
